Present-day authors on planning 
unfortunately are prone to ascribe 
the glamour of originality to what 
is in reality merely a revival of a re- 
current movement that has mani- 
fested itself at one point or another 
in almost every civilization and cul- 
ture of which we have anything like 
a complete historical record. 

Certain fragmentary Mayan docu- 
ments, for example, testify to the 
existence of a strong agricultural 
planning movement circa A.D., 1350; 
and the scholar Alcibiades mentions a 
controversy. between several Athe- 
nian citizens and the Piraeus Port 
Authority over the quartering of 
slaves in the sections zoned for free- 
man’s residences. 

Marco Polo, that Venetian mer- 
chant, comments with admiration on 
the economic planning of the Fling 
Dynasty, which was an early attempt 
to level out business cycles and 
stimulate full use of resources by 
the careful timing of public works 
and public executions. 

During the Graeco-Trojan War, 
the hastily-established All-Hellenic 
Planning Board was constantly at- 
tempting to coordinate military, 
naval, and economic activities. But it 
fell from power shortly after the in- 
cident of the Wooden Horse, which 
the Planning Board had damned as 
“doomed to failure because the plan 
has not been preceded by the collec- 
tion of sufficient basic data.” 

During the Spanish Inquisition the 
Planning movement made itself very 
unpopular with the Church by ad- 
vocating “coordination of research 
and inquisition at all levels of gov- 
ernment to avoid duplication of 
effort,” but it redeemed itself at the 
end of the 15th Century when it 
advised King Ferdinand not to allo- 
cate any relief funds to a Genoese 
adventurer named Christopher Colum- 
bus until his project had been cleared 
by the Royal Iberian Board of Maps 
and Surveys. 

One of the first and finest “mod- 
ern” examples of “planning from the 
is embalmed in the 


regie, cujus religio,” a form of re- 
ligious self-determination from the 
ground up which kept central Europe 
in almost constant strife for two 
centuries. 

Planning on the North American 
continent manifested itself for the 
first time during the discussion of 
the Constitutional Convention in 
Philadelphia in 1788-89, when a small 
group of “pl ing-minded” thinkers 


visions prohibiting pressure politics 
and limiting graft to a minimum.

Some Production 
Of Room Coolers 
Being Continued 


DETROIT—As new heat waves hit 
the nation last week, distributors and 
dealers from the Rockies to the At- 
lantic bemoaned their failure to have 
put in sufficient stocks of room air 
conditioners, and producers were 
heavy hearted over the problem—— 
what with the steel strike and other 
factors—-of trying to get out more 
production this year. 

Carrier, Fedders-Quigan, and 
Frigidaire are apparently continuing 
some production of room units, and a 
newcomer to the field, Universal 
Major elec Appliance Co. of Lima, 
Ohio states that it is produc- 
ing room coolers at the rate of 2,000 
units a month. 

United States Air Conditioning 
Corp. is the latest to report that its 
entire stock of 1952 window units 
has been completely sold out. 

A representative of Frigidaire said 
that “we could sell everything we 
could make, but the steel strike has 
hindered us from expanding output.” 

Carrier, which through June 30 had 
sold 15% more room coolers than 
in all of 1951, said that while it is 
standard practice in the industry to 
complete manufacture of the year's 
production ahead of the season, it 
was still trying to get out some units 
to dealers.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Shipments 
of components and accessories for

IMC Sees No End to World 
Nickel, Cobalt Allocations 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Because 
there is still not enough nickel and 
cobalt to meet rearmament demands, 
the International Materials Confer- 
ence recently announced that it did 
not know when allocation of these 
metals among nations would end. 

At the same time, the IMC allo- 
cated the United States 24,627 metric 
tons of nickel-67% of world pro- 
duction——and 1,584 metric tons of 
cobalt—44% of world production— 
for the third quarter of this year. 

Though the available supply of 
these metals was larger for the 
third quarter than for the second 
quarter, the increased third-quarter 
share allowed the United States ab- 
sorbed nearly all of the world in- 
crease in cobalt and more than the 
amount of the world gain in nickel.

BOSTON — launched re- 
cently as a part of a $100,000 na- 
tional a series of distribu- 
tor management training schools on 
dealer development designed to in- 
crease selling efficiency at all market 
levels. 

Other aims are to lower selling 
costs, increase salesman morale and 
earnings, reduce turn-over of per- 
sonnel, and raise sales volume in the 
hard-selling market period ahead. 

Keynoting the first of the series of 
11 distributor training schools was 
John F. McDaniel, manager of mar- 
keting. Me said the war years and 
“responsive selling” resulting from 
an almost uninterrupted seller's mar- 
ket during the last six years have 
caused a softening of the nation’s 
selling forces that must be strength- 
ened if a steady flow of appliances 
through normal distribution pipe- 
lines is to be maintained when levels 
of defense production start to de- 
cline. 

The three-day training schools will 
be held for approximately 500 Hot- 
point distributor salesmen to outline 
aggressive sales approaches that must 
be used to meet new selling condi- 
tions. 


Two factory groups will conduct 11 
three-day training sessions in nine 
key market areas across the country 
from July 7-30. Cities included are 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Atlanta, Kansas City, Houston, 
Monterey, and Seattle. 

Discussion topics covered include: 
distributor salesman job require- 
ments; understanding the operation 
of a retail electric appliance business; 
the daily call on a dealer; dealer 
evaluation; dealer franchising; all 
phases of merchandising (display, 
advertising, sales promotion, and 
local dealer campaigns) ; assisting the 
dealer in hiring and training new 
salesmen; and conducting effective 
sales meetings. 


Minn. To Crack Down on 
Service Firms Selling TV 
Warranty Without License 


MINNEAPOLIS — Television serv- 
ice companies selling warranties on 
parts without insurance licenses “will 
be dealt with severely” if they don’t 
secure licenses, according to A. Her- 
bert Nelson, state insurance com- 
missioner. 

Nelson said some Minnesota serv- 
ice concerns are in the insurance 
business illegally. 

“The situation,” he declared, “re- 
volves around whether they are sell- 
ing warranties on the original manu- 
facture of parts or a contract to re- 
place those damaged by external 
causes.” 

The state's attorney general has 
issued an opinion in which he ruled 
that independent contractors who 
agree to replace tubes are “engaged 
in the business of insurance” because 
the elements of contingency, hazard, 
or risk are involved. 

Nelson indicated that the state will 
crack down on persons described as 
insurers under the opinion if they 
continue without being licensed by 
the State Insurance Department.

GLEN RIDDLE, Pa—The United 
States Navy has developed a new 
specification for stainless steel ship- 
board electric water coolers.

Refrigeration Makes It 
Possible To Fly Jets at 
Twice the Speed of Sound 


MOFFETT FIELD, Calif.—-Enough 
refrigeration equipment to cool a 
theater of 3,000 seats is carried by 
the Skyrocket research rocket jet 
airplane which reportedly traveled 
at more than 1,300 miles an hour 
twice the speed of sound. 

Disclosure of the speed record, 
which apparently was made inad- 
vertently at a recent air show, has 
been confirmed by officials of the 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics during an inspection of 
the NCAA laboratory here. The plane 
has also set an altitude record of 
“more than 79,000 ft.,” it is said. 

Now that the problem of breaking 
through the “sonic wall" into speeds 
faster than sound has been overcome, 
the “next big barrier” faced by avia- 
tion is aerodynamic heating resulting 
from friction of air on planes travel- 
ing at supersonic speeds, officials 
say. 

Air conditioning equipment of 550 
lbs. or more must be carried to 
counteract this heat. Presumably, the 
Skyrocket employs an “air cycle” 
type of system, such as was pictured 
in the March 31, 1952 issue of AIR 
CONDITIONING & REFRIGERATION NEWS. 

At twice the speed of sound, 
officials said, the outer surface of a 
plane at 40,000 ft. would be heated 
to 250° F. Aluminum would lose 10% 
of its strength at that temperature. 
At three times the speed of sound, 
this “skin’’ temperature would be up 
to nearly 565° and the aluminum 
alloy would lose about 90% of its 
strength without refrigeration.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. Although 
the air conditioning industry has 
hardly scratched the surface of its 
ultimate sales potential, it already 
has a replacement market that 
shouldn't be overlooked. 

A fine example of the latter is 
the installation recently completed 
for the National Funeral Home here 
by J. W. Brooks & Sons, Carrier dis- 
tributor for the Chattanooga terri- 
tory. 

The original air conditioning sys- 
tem went in several years ago, but 
had reached the stage where it was 
not producing satisfactory cooling. 
The replacement job involved install- 
ing two 15-hp. compressors, two Car- 
rier “Weathermaker” conditioners, an 
evaporative condenser, and some 
alterations to the existing ductwork. 

One of the conditioners supplies 
cooling for the funeral home chapel, 
which seats 150 people, but often 
crowds in 50 or more additional per- 
sons.

Each of these units employs a two- 
circuit coil controlled by a two-stage 
thermostat to vary the capacity ac- 
cording to load. The two compressors 
each have a cylinder by-pass arrange- 
ment, also, for modulating the high- 
side capacity. 

The two compressors are intercon- 
nected with each other and the two 
conditioners, the unit for the chapel 
being located in the basement ma-

Next door to the basement machine 
is the boiler room for winter heating.

One day 
however, a palace guard came breath- 
leas before the Pharaoh and reported 
that the dike around the palace was 
weakening and that it would not last 
many more days. So the Pharaoh cut 
off his head for being a harbinger 
of bad things and called his Plan 
ning Board 

Gentlemen said the Pharaoh 
we are faced with a limited emer 
gency The dike outside the palace 
is in some danger of collapse and I 
would like to have you make plans 
for strengthening it. I don’t want any 
of your landscaping on top of the 
dike and I might as well tell you that 
you cannot keep the Nile out by 
zoning this as “dry land.” You must 
get to work on something funda- 
mental. If you succeed, I will reward 
I will even 
make you permanent; but if you fail 
I will personally with my own hands 
tie you to a tree and watch the 
water rise over your heads!’ And 
with these words he turned back to 
his lyre and lotus brandy and a dark- 
skinned lady from up near the Sec- 
ond Cataract

“Our first need, they cried, ‘is 
for Basic Data. We cannot plan with- 
out facts.” So they set up a Com- 
mittee to Correct Deficiencies in 
Hydrologic Data and the Committee 
sent out fleld agents to interrogate 
the oldest inhabitants as to the be- 
haviour of the river, what was the 
highest flood crest within their mem- 
ory, what was the secular trend, if 
any, and what was the periodicity 
of recurrence. Since many of these 
old gaffers had bad memories their 
stories did not always click, so the 
Committee hired a lot of statisticians 
who reconciled the conflicting ac- 
counts by establishing a standard 
deviation. This was multiplied by the 
square root of pi and simply called 
the Index 

“In the meanwhile another sub- 
committee had been set up to investi- 
gate the causes of the weakness in 
the existing dike. ‘If we cannot profit 
by past mistakes, the Board an- 
nounced in the Egyptian Planning 
Quarterly, ‘we might make the same 
mistakes again.’ The Committee on 
Past Mistakes, realizing the need for 
comprehensive Planning, appointed 
several study groups to deal with 
Engineering Aspects, Social Aspects, 
Human Aspects, and Fiscal Aspects; 
and a special group of sociologists 
considered Community Life in a 
Planned Monarchy. The reports of 
these groups attracted wide attention 
in planning circles; the Engineering 
Group reported that the dike was 
leaking because of defective re- 
rapping and excessive seepage, but 
nobody paid any attention to them 
because they were so pedestrian and 
obviously had the narrow, biased 
viewpoint of an “Action Agency.” It 
was the other reports that really 
made a stir. The Social Group in- 
formed the Board that there was not 
enough play-space on the dike for the 
under-privileged children of the near- 
by marshes; that four out of seven 
dike families were spending less than 
20 sestercea per capita per annum 
for leafy green vegetables and that 
the dike itself acted as an arbitrary 
social barrier between the river-boat 
people and the marsh dwellers. It 
recommended a sweeping investiga- 
tion of relief administration and ad- 
vocated the exportation of aliens 


who had become public charges. The Ma 


group on Fiscal Aspects brought out 
the fact that all the bonds on the 
dike had not yet been amortized and 
that at the present rate it would take 
20 years to do so. It also discovered 
that the dike, which was government 
property and therefore tax free, was 
in no less than four overlapping tax 
districts (the Kingdom of Egypt, the 
County of Cairo, the City of Cairo, 
and the Lower Nile Conservancy Dis- 
trict). The group recommended a 
drastic overhauling of ‘our antiquated 
tax system, the elimination of obso- 
lete units of government and curtail- 
ment of the excessive governmental 
expenditures.’ 


“All this time the dark waters of 
the Nile were rising and the seepage 
through the dike was faster. The 
Pharaoh had moved his lyre and 
lotus brandy upstairs and sent his 
girl home in a skift and the Planning 


Board sent him an Interim Progress 
Report calling for more basic data, 
a comprehensive approach to the 
problem and coordinated effort at all 
levels of government 

“The next step of the Planning 
Board was to make a Master Plan. 
This Plan provided for the compre- 
hensive development of the Nile all 
the way from Lake Taana to the 
Delta..it was a social as well as a 
physical plan for the wise conserva- 
tion and utilization of all Egypt's 
resources, resources both human and 
natural. At the last minute one of 
the despised Engineers got them to 
include the strengthening of the dam 
around the palace, but they would 
have preferred to exclude it. Since it 
was a small detail it could be filled 
in later in accordance with ‘the broad 
principles and objectives blocked out 
with a bold hand in the Master Plan.’ 
After the Master Plan had been 
‘boldly blocked out,’ it went through 
several revisions which carefully 
emasculated anything that might of- 
fend the landowners upstream or 
that might not meet the approval of 
the ‘cooperating agencies.’ The Plan 
was then printed up in a tentative 
form and circulated ‘for technical 
review’ among the leading scholars 
and public officials of the country, 
while the Board went on a short va- 
cation trip on a steamer up the Nile 
to rest from its labors. 

“Nearly everybody said that they 
were crazy to go out on a boat when 
the river was in flood and the 
Pharaoh reminded them of the pun- 
ishment that awaited them if they 
did not arrange for buttressing the 
dike. But they said that there was 
no use in devising hasty plans with- 
out an adequate basic comprehensive 
plan for criticism by the experts and 
they left their regional offices in 
charge of integrating anything that 
came up and off they went, up the 
angry Nile. 

“The day after they left, the dike 
gave way and the Nile poured over 
the City of Cairo and everybody was 
drowned (including the Pharaoh) 
except for the planners. When they 
came back and found their plans 
had washed away with everything 
else, they said, ‘Well, it wasn't a very 
good plan anyway,’ and they sat 
down and started to draft another.”

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Theoretical Analysis of Radiant Heat 
From Lights Aids Load Calculations 


SPRING LAKE, N. J. -- Internal 
radiation emitted from electric light- 
ing filaments may constitute a major 
portion of the total cooling load, Mer! 
Baker, assistant professor of mechani- 
cal engineering at the University of 
Kentucky, declared at the semi-an- 
nual meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Heating and Ventilating 
Engineers in the Essex and Sussex 
hotel. 

Prof. Baker said that for struc- 
tures not equipped with cooling 
panels, the effectiveness of this en- 
ergy in heating the room air varies 
with the equivalent over-all conduct- 
ance of the enclosure and ranges ap- 
proximately from 96 to 68% for good 
and poor insulations, respectively. 

“By use of cooling panels possess- 
ing a conventional finish,” he pointed 
out, “these values decrease apppreci- 
ably, ranging from approximately 62 
to 48%. A further decrease to ap- 
proximately 52 to 45°% is accom- 
plished by use of a heat-absorbing 
panel surface.” 

In presenting his theoretical an- 
alysis of the removal of internal 
radiation by use of cooling panels, 
Prof. Baker gave equations he had 
developed which he said, enable the 
determination of the effectiveness of 
enclosed radiant energy sources in 
heating the room air, together with 
expressions for the cooling load re- 
quirements. 

“From the established relation- 
ships, both the panel cooling and the 
convective load components may be 
calculated for any given panel tem- 
perature, or the required panel tem- 
perature may be computed in accord- 
ance with the comfort equation,” said 
Prof. Baker 

A cooling panel intercepting one- 
half of the radiation from a light 
source, directly absorbs approxi- 
mately 23 to 37% of the electrical 
input to the lights when the en- 
closure surfaces possess an absorp-

tivity value of 0.5 with a panel ab- 
sorptivity of 0.5 and 0.8 respectively, 
Prof. Baker declared. 

“These values are independent of 
the panel temperature,” he said. “By 
use of a panel at a temperature no 
lower than that of the room air an 
additional increase in energy removal 
is achieved by radiation between the 
enclosure surface and the panel. This 
component is equal to approximately 
1 Bt.u. per hour per F. for each 
square foot of panel surface 

“The effectiveness of the lighting 
load in heating the air is independent 
of panel surface temperature, and 
decreases with the equivalent con- 
ductance, panel absorptivity, and the 
light to panel shape factor.”

18—Use of Hot Gas 
To Defrost Systems 


It is an acceptable practice to use 
two evaporators and one condens- 
ing unit. When two or more evapora- 
tors are used on one unit, it is practi- 
cal to set up alternate defrost periods 
for each evaporator. 

The sequence of operations would 
be established by the defrost timer. 
In this system the evaporator or eva- 
porators that are refrigerating pick 
up heat that is being supplied as 
hot gas to the evaporator that is 
being defrosted 

After the gas has passed through 
the defrosting evaporator, it is 
pumped through the compressor, 
then through the condenser and re- 
ceiver, and then through the expan- 
sion valve to the evaporator that is 
refrigerating. 

As indicated, alternately the eva- 
porators can be refrigerating or de- 
frosting, under command of the de- 
frost timer. The defrost period is not 
continuous. There will be periods 
when all evaporators will be refrig- 
erating. During the defrost period, 
however, only one evaporator will be 
defrosting at a time. The various de- 
frost systems that we have discussed 
can be used with all types of evapo- 
rators, such as coils, plates, or unit 
coolers. 

The water created by defrosting 
some times brings up a problem of 
disposal. Here are a few of them. 

The defrost water can be caught 
in a tray located below the evapora- 
tor. The ultimate disposal of the 
water can be manually handled or 
can be piped to a sewage drain. 

The defrost water at times may 
contain ice. Care must be taken by 
the installer to prevent plugging of 
the drainage system with ice. 

When the refrigerated space is 
maintained at a temperature below 
freezing, the defrost water may 
freeze and plug the drainage system. 
To prevent drains from freezing, it 
has become common practice to place 
an electrically heated wire in the 
defrost tray and around the piping 
from the tray to the sewage connec-

tion. Power to heat the wire is sup- 
plied through the defrost timer 
switch, during the defrost period 

The heater wire indicated above is 
of the same type previously referred 
to which is used in greenhouses. Here 
it is buried in the earth to supply 
warmth for starting plants, and is 
not affected by moisture 


Next Week—Gas 
Heating Controls 


Beginning in next week's issue

Any system of automatic defrost 
requires that the installer recognize 
all of the problems involved in the 
installation. Most failures result 
from installers not recognizing the 
variables that are encountered with 
modern refrigeration systems. Some 
of these variables are as follows: 

The temperatures at which the re- 
frigerator is to be operated. 

The humidity conditions. 

Products stored in refrigerators. 

Drainage or defrost products re- 
moval. 


Length of time the defrost period ® 


can extend without affecting the re- 
frigerated product. 

Selection of proper defrost timer. 

As we have previously indicated, 
to date most defrost timers have 
been built to meet the requirements 
of manufacturers who incorporate 
automatic defrost as part of their 
refrigeration systems. This is prac- 
tical, as most of the problems in- 
volved are taken care of in the 
manufacturers’ engineering labora- 
tories. 

With the exception of the simple 
defrost timer that we discussed pre- 
viously, you will have to give some 
time and consideration to the selec- 
tion and application of equigment.

How To Remove Compressor 
From ‘Flow Cold” In Field 


A method of removing the com 
preasor from an Acme Flow Cold 
liquid chiller without disturbing the

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(Concluded from Page 1, Column 4) 
take an order for less than that. 

California merchandisers also be- 
lieve (along with the Bank of Ameri- 
ca, which does the financing) that 
the original food purchase should be 
financed on a separate note payable 
in six months, with the freezer on 
a separate note payable in monthly 
instalments over 24 months (or less, 
if the purchaser wants it that way). 

The Texas operators think that a 
$100 initial food order is big enough, 
and where the lending agency per- 
mits, the Texans like to finance sale 
of both the food and freezer on a 
single note over 24 months. Further- 
more, additional purchases of food 
can be financed before the termina- 
tion of the original contract. 


Big First Order a Feature 


Californians base their demand 
that a big initial food order be placed 
by the buyer on the theory that the 
proper story of savings and “better 
living out of the freezer’ won't work 
unless the initial order is large 
enough to give the buyer a chance 
to learn to live out of a freezer. And 
they think that the obligation for 
the food ought to be paid off not too 
long after the original supply of food 
has been consumed. 

It's the thought of the Texans that 
the $100 initial food order is large 
enough to “introduce” the buyer to 
freezer living, at the same time hold- 
ing down the total obligation. 

As has been stated previously, both 
methods have apparently been suc- 
cessful. Probably only in California, 
however, (and that perhaps because 
it has been actively cultivating the 
ground longer) has the “freezer- 
food” plan of living become an ac- 
cepted way of life. It is a prime 
topic of conversation among the gen- 
eral public, it is widely advertised 
in the newspapers and on radio and 
TV, and there is hardly an inde- 
pendent retail meat store that doesn't 
have a big sign in the window 
“freezer meats at special prices.” 


Food Chains Uncertain 


The food chains in California are 
still vacillating about what position 
to take. One of the Coast's biggest 
chains was said to have been ready 
to move with its own “freezer-food” 
plan, but its top executives allegedly 
changed their decision at the last 
minute and instead launched a vi- 
cious advertising attack on the sav- 
ings claims made by such plans. 
(One dealer said that he found so 
much misrepresentation and delusion 
in the advertising copy used that he 
makes effective use of it in his pre- 
sentation to prospects). Some of the 
smaller food chains are getting 
“with it” in a relatively minor way. 

The point was made in the previ- 
ous article in this report of the 
Amana-sponsored visit to the West 
Coast operators that the most suc- 
cessful operators declared that the 
one primary element of success in 
the plan is that the operator and his 
salesmen must be “believers’’-—that 
they feel within themselves that the 
“freezer-food” plan will work to pro- 
vide the buyer with better living. 

But they also know that their best 
bet for spreading the plan through 
the great mass of the buying public 
is to see to it that those who do buy 
become believers, and “spread the 
gospel” also-—-and they know that 
to do this people must work with 
and at the job of making it work 
successfully for them. They are 
pleased when the buyer accepts the 
plan with some skepticism and as a 
challenge—for the operator then 
knows that the buyer will probably 
work at it to find out if the claims 
for it are justified. 

In this connection, William Markas, 
salesman for Larrie’s, a butcher shop 
which became a food operator and

ly-placed Coast business executive 
who was told by her parent, when 
she announced that she was intend- 
ing to try the plan: 

“You're nuts! You buy every new 
gimmick that comes along.” 

The tycoon’s daughter accepted 
the challenge and went to the trouble 
of keeping very exact records on 
the savings she did make by using 
the plan, and flung the record of her 
success at her father when she did 
prove savings as claimed. 

The operators in Callifornia who 
talked to and with the visiting dealers 
from other parts of the country all 
expressed their complete confidence 
that “freezer-food” plans can be sold 
successfully anywhere— assuring the 
visitors that it isn't just a 
mick” that Californians buy. 


Dealer Must Be ‘With It 


But they all expressed the thought 
that to merchandise it successfully 
the dealer must be “with it’—the 
show business expression meaning 
that an individual is part of the show 
and in the know, and not just a 
hanger-on or one of those “outside.” 

In fact, one Coast dealer offered 
the suggestion that where the ap- 
pliance dealer sets up as a “food- 


plan” operator, he may find his suc- | 


cess so phenomenal that he would 
find it smart to set up his “freezer- 
food” plan as a separate corpora- 
tion, for tax purposes. Some of the 
Coast dealers have done this. 

One of the principal questions 
asked by the visiting distributors 
and dealers was “do I have to get 
into the food business in order to 
be a successful food plan operator?" 

They were told that the answer 
to that is “no” although some of the 
most successful operators are those 
wherein there is a direct or close 
connection between the freezer re- 
tailer and the food purveyor (as in 
the example of the Larrie’s Butcher 
Shop operation). It is important, the 
visitors were told, that the freezer 
retailer learn something about food 


especially about meats, how meat | 


is cut, described, and merchandised. 

Veterans in the game say that 
most of the “fly-by-night” and “of- 
fice-in-their-hat” operators are pretty 
well weeded out of the picture by 
now. A quite-recent count revealed 
some 211 plans still functioning in the 
Los Angeles area. 


Tips from Calif. Cover 
Actual Selling Plans 
Following are some of the high 


spots in the actual selling of the 
“freezer-food” plan, as practiced by 


successful California operators. Some | 


of these will be discussed in more 
detail in a later article: 

Type of Sales Presentation: A step- 
by-step canned sales presentation is 
generally in use. Salesmen for the 
top operators make use of a sales 
kit which includes charts, pictures, 
tables of estimated savings, etc. 
Some of these are as elaborate as 
individual presentations made up by 
manufacturers. 

Compensation of Salesmen: Straight 
commission seems to be generally 
accepted practice, but the rate of 
commission is pretty high, apparently 
rarely below 8%, and in some cases 
exceeding 10%. In some instances, 
salesmen are also given amounts 
ranging from $10 to $25 per sale as 
the salesman’s “personal advertising 
budget,” which he can use to pay 
off for a lead that sold, or to get 
leads, or as extra compensation. 

Types of Advertising Used: There 
was little uniformity among the suc- 
cessful operators on types of adver- 
tising used. Many of them do little 
advertising of any kind, preferring to 
spend any promotion budget on ac- 
tivity that will promote “radiation.” 

However, some dealers from north- 
ern California and from the Pacific 
northwest declared that newspaper 
advertising played a big part. 
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“When we got specific in our news- 
paper advertising.” said Harold 
Kelly, a leading Portland, Ore. ap- 
pliance dealer who now does 50% of 
his volume on freezers, “and men- 
tioned that plans were available at 
a cost as low as $4.75 a week, it 
turned our operation from failure 
to success.” 

A Berkeley, Calif., dealer said that 
an analysis of leads obtained from 
newspaper and television advertising 
showed a cost of $7 per newspaper 
lead, and $32 per television lead. 

Some direct mail is done, most 
effective seeming to be the offer of 
a giveaway such as an ice cream 
scoop to those who come in and ask. 

When and Where Should Sales Be 
Made: There was almost unanimous 


agreement on the point that sales 
are made in evening or Saturday

talking to husband and wife. Two 
sales pitches a night are considered 
about the best that all but the most 
exceptional men can do. There is 
little “drop-in” traffic and one opera- 
tor doesn't ask his men to show up 
until afternoon, and then lets the 
men operate strictly on their own 
Guarantee of Food: This must be 
without reservation, and should be 
on a money-back or exchange of food 
basis. The dealer has the primary 
responsibility here, although he pre- 
sumably might go back at the food 
purveyor in case of any high return 
rate. Some operators have even had 
special guarantee forms printed up. 
What Are the Usual Terms for 
Financing Food Plan Dealers: 
Bank of America generally finances 
in the following manner: 
On the freezer contract, 10% down 
and 24 months to pay. On food, no

$65 million, an increase of 6% over 
the previous year, and shipments of 
centrifugal refrigeration systems, at 


$15.3 million, showed a 25% gain 
over the 1950 figures 
Self-contained air conditioning 


unit shipments were also up, totaling 
282,488 units valued at $94 million 
This was a 10% gain in number and 
8% increase in dollar value of 1950 
The gain here, however, came from 
the window-sill type units, the other 
self-contained units actually show- 
ing a drop in 1951. 

Mechanical dehumidifiers, “refrig- 
eration type,’ are listed for the first 
time in the 1951 summary. Factory 
shipments in 1951 totaled 75,659 
valued at $4,731,000 

Also listed for the first time are 
“absorption and adsorption systems 
and equipment.” Under this category, 
1951 shipments totaled 138 and were 
worth $1,839,000, according to the 
Bureau of Census figures 

Another new listing gives a lump 
value of $5,863,000 in 1951 for “re- 
frigeration chassis for air condition- 


ing,” and “year-round air condi- 
tioners (self-contained, except heat 
pumps).” 


The accompanying Table 1 presents 
an historical summary of the quan- 
tity and value of shipments of air 
conditioning and commercial refrig- 
eration equipment by class of prod- 
uct for the period 1947 through 1951. 
This includes condensing units, com- 
pressors and compressor units, heat 
exchanger equipment (evaporative 
condensers, unit coolers for air condi- 
tioning and refrigeration, and 
others), self-contained air condition- 
ing units, and other equipment such 
as centrifugal machines, ice makers, 
dehumidifiers, etc. 

Table 2 gives a breakdown for 
1951 and 1950 of individual types of 
air conditioning and commercial re- 
frigeration equipment except com- 
pressors and compressor units. De- 
tails of the latter are provided in 
Table 3. 

“All known companies manufactur- 
ing components and accessories for 
air conditioning and commercial re- 
frigeration and complete air condi- 
tioning equipment of the types speci- 
fied” are represented in these com- 
pilations, the census bureau states. 

“The 1951 figures are based on 
reports received from 133 companies 


on Census Form MA52A. This in- 
cludes reports from 35 companies 
that were not canvassed in 1950. 


Data for 1950, however, for virtually 
all of these companies was obtained 
during the 1951 canvass and the 1950 
statistics have been revised accord- 
ingly,” explains the bureau

television could tell, by seeing most 
delegates and guests wearing jackets, 
that this was the most climatically 
comfortable convention in memory 

“I believe that that comfort made 
everyone in this convention more 
alert and able to do a better job,” 
Lodge said. 

But the kindest words of all were 
spoken by the hundreds of working 
press and radio and television people 
who brought the convention news to 
all Americans and to the world. 
Covering a national political conven- 
tion always has been one of the 
hottest assignments of all, they point 
out. Now that television has moved 
in on a larger scale, the heat from 
additional lights set up for TV 
cameras would have been unbearable 
without air conditioning, they said. 

Despite the heat of lights, of 
nearly 14,000 persons inside, and of 
90° F. temperatures outside, the auto- 
matic controls regulating the air 
conditioning system did not have to 
be touched throughout the conven- 
tion, once they had been set to main- 
tain “a pleasant 75°” in the arena, 
reported William Cunningham, Min- 
neapolis-Honeywell engineer who in- 
stalled | em. 


Detroit Water Law--

prohibiting lawn sprinkling between 
10 a.m. and 9 p.m. Mondays through 
Fridays, will also apply in the nearly 
40 suburbs of Detroit who obtain 
their water from the city. 

The regulations will be in effect 
annually between June 10 and Sep- 
tember 5, but the city’s Board of 
Water Commissioners is empowered 
to relax or waive any rule whenever 
it can be done safely. 

Violation of the rules carries a 
maximum fine of $25. 

There are indications that this 
measure may be merely a “stop-gap” 
move with respect to air condition- 
ing. It is understood that Water 
Board officials and air conditioning 
contractors are now studying the 
possibility of setting up a “demand 


rate” charge for water used in air 
conditioning. It will probably be 
some time, however, before such an 


ordinance is presented

Philadelphia Considers 
Air Conditioning Halls 
To Attract Conventions 


PHILADELPHIA — Air condition- 
ing may come to the city-owned con- 
vention hall and commercial museum, 
which have suffered considerably in 
convention and show bookings be- 
cause of the lack of comfort. 

City leaders, upon their return 
from the Republican convention in 
Chicago, declared that “air condi- 
tioning was the big hit of the show,” 
adding that if Philadelphia is to 
make full use of its convention halls 
and auditoriums, they should be air 
conditioned. 

While the city has played host to 
political conventions in the past, it 
has lost out on bids to return the 
conventions this year. It is expected 
that definite action toward getting 
a city appropriation to air condition 
the two large halls will come from 
Mayor Joseph Clark. 

Albert M. Greenfield, past presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
also urged the city to air condition 
its convention hall in order to attract 
greater convention and show business 
to the city. 


End of Price Ceilings 
Requested by Narva 


CHICAGO--A plea for the removal 
of all price restrictions from appli- 
ances, radios, and television re- 
ceivers was sent to Economic Sta- 
bilizer Roger L. Putnam and Price 
Director Ellis Arnall by the National 
Appliance & Radio-TV Dealers Asso- 
ciation. 

The letter, signed by NARDA 
President Mort Farr, asserted that 
conditions which might call for price 
controls no longer exist in the appli- 
ance and radio-television retailing 
field. 

“In the major appliance fields,” the 
letter said in part, “new production 
facilities abound. There are single 
| factories capable of meeting the en- 
| tire consumption requirements of the 
nation. Refrigerators, dominant for 
years in this field, have been pro- 
duced since the war in quantities 
totaling more than the number of 
wired homes in the nation, and their 
average period of service may be 
conservatively estimated at more 
than 10 years! 

“Retailers of refrigerators, ranges, 
and washing machines, which, with 
television, represent the principal 
products we handle, are offering the 
| most substantial values to the pub- 
lic in their history. Yet .. . this 
business of ours is more in need of 
economic assistance than of re- 
straint.”
